Mr. Weis berg, I know how buyy you are, and I know that you do not have the 
time to be writing me letters. However, I am going to dash this off tonight, 
repleat with typing errors, because I plan to begin reading your book on New 
Year’s Eve, this coming Saturday. ...

A couple of weeks ago, I finished reading RUSH TO JUDG&IEN T, and I did a 
little bit of checking of it on my own. All I can say is that it is my opinion 
that there is little justice in this world, when Lane's book can be on the best
